PROPERTY RETURNS 


DEADLINE IS APRIL 1} 


Assessor Joseph P. Sestric re- 
minded St. Louisans yesterday 
that tangible personal property 
returns must be filed with the As- 
sessor by April 1 to avoid penal- 
ties for delinquency. 

Missouri statutes require the 
Assessor to estimate the value of 
tangible personal property and 
to double that estimate in fixing 
the assessment of persons who 
fail to file returns on time, he 
said. 

Although some 255,000 personal 
tax return forms have been 
mailed to taxpayers of the city, 
he said, failure to receive such a 
form does not excuse the taxpay- 
ers from making a return. The 
forms are mailed merely for the 
convenience of the taxpayers. He 
suggested that persons who had 
not received the forms to request 
them from his office. 

Since the deadline is set by 
Missouri statute, it aplies also to 
residents of St. Louis county, who 
make their returns to Assessor 
Philip G. Deuser at Clayton.

Parliamentary Deputy Hossein 
Makki, Nationa! Front party sec- 
retary, said the party is campaign- 
ing to nationalize oil on Bahrein 
“’ hich is an inseparable part of 
Jran.” 


Bahrein is a 213-square-mile 
island archipelago across the 
Persian gulf from Iran. It tis an 
- Jjndependent state with British ad- 
visers. Iranians have been claim- 
ing the island for 30 years. 

Oil was discovered there in 
1932. Operations in the archipel- 
azo heve been conducted by the 
Bahrein Petroleum Co. which is 
part of an organization owned by 
the Standard Oil Co. of California 
and the Texas Corp., both Amer- 
ican firms. 

The National Front is supported 
by the extremist Fedayan Islam 
movement. one of whose members 
assassinated Premier Ali Razmara 
10 days ago because of Razmara’s 
opposition to oil nationalization. 

The latest Nationalist demand 
coincided with the arrival of Unit- 
ed States Assistant Secretary of 
State George C. McGhee for a 
first-hand investigation of the in- 
ternational turmoil stirred over 
the nationalization move in Par- 
liament.

Among the 200 who braved a. 
drizzle to hear him eulogized from 
his own back porch, there seemed 
to be a general agreement that 
Shaw, like St. Patrick, “was a 
gentieman and came of ‘daycent 
payple’.”- His housekeeper. Mrs. 
Alice Laden, told visitors Shaw's 
home will be maintained just as 
he left it. 

The dramatist, whose ashes 
have been strewn about the 
garden that sweeps down from 
the back porch, lived in the house 
44 years. He died in the down- 
stairs dining room last November

A close analysis of Missouri's small loan 
problem as it exists today discloses these 
basic facts: 


1. The interest rate in the new Senate- 
approved bills may well be justified on 
loans of $100 or less—but works out to the 
excessive advantage of the lender on larger 
loans, 


2. Some kind of a workable new law is | 
needed, urgently, to drive the illegal “loan | 
sharks” out of the state.

Without Germany 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Germans should not be accepted as 
allies in a possible war against Russia. 
Without mentioning the moral and po- 
litical objections, it is grotesque to sup- 
pose that a powerful defense of Europe 
cannot be built by the North Atlantic 
Treaty nations without a contingent 
from the master race. The potentials 
of Turkey Greece, and perhaps Yugo- 
slavia should not be forgotten. 

German participation would be the 
gravest risk, because it is doubtful that 
an army of that split nation would 
fight to the bitter end in defense of 
Europe after the crushing defeat it ex- 
perienced in Russia, while one part of 
the country and its people is a pawn 
in Russian hands. 

Prince Metternich wrote in 1805, 
“Prussia is only accustomed to work 
when it is clearly for her own benefit; 
Europe would disappear before her 
eyes if it depended on her efforts to 
save it.” 

VW herever a German soldier appeared 
as a “liberator” in Central Europe, the 
people would reject him. They will 
never forget the repeated German ag- 
gression, the menace of German mili- 
tarism, the brutalities and the tyranny 
of the Nazis. 

No peaceful solution in Europe is 
thinkable without an agreement with 
Russia including at least German neu- 
trality, no rearmament, control of the 
Ruhr combine, guarantees against a 
revival of Prussia, reunion of East and 
West Germany, a peace treaty with 
Germany and seat in the United Na- 
tions, and gradual. withdrawal of the 
occupation armies. 

A European army without the Ger- 
mans, but ready for any eventuality, 
could not fail to impress Russia and 
be a warning to Germany, It might 
save the peace. It might mean armed 
peace, but it would be better and 
cheaper than war.

Taft and McCarthy 


Senator Taft of Ohio is currently on a speak- 
ing trip through the South. Since Northern 
G.O.P. leaders seldom spend any time on South- 
ern audiences, this excursion of “Mr. Repubii- 
can” below the Mason-Dixon line may very well 
reflect the fact that he is the leading contender 
for his party's presidential nomination, as meas- 
ured by expressed opinions of members of the 
Republican National Committee. It would ap- 
pear that the Ohio Senator is eager to build up 
his strength for the G.O.P. national convention 
next year. 

Certainly it is coneiiine to think of the 1952 
Republican nomination for the White House 
without thinking of Robert A. Taft. His words 
and acts need to be weighed in the light of this 
now inevitable relationship. This holds for his 
views on foreign policy and domestic issues. It 
holds also for his attitude toward the technique 
of irresponsible accusation now known as 
McCarthyism. 

This word comes from the name of Senator 
McCarthy of Wisconsin who has used the device 
of unproved but frequently repeated assertion 
as has no one else before him in American poli- 
tics. Widely employed in the 1950 congres- 
sional election, the smear tactic paid its largest 
dividend in the Maryland senatorial campaign, 
when Republican John Marshall Butler, an un- 
known, defeated the veteran Millard Tydings.

Testimony before a Senate Elections subcom- 
mittee leaves no doubt as to the role played by 
Senator McCarthy in that disgraceful campaign. 
Mrs. Ruth McCormick Miller, whose Washington 
Times-Herald plant printed 500,000 copies of the 
poisonous tabloid with the fake Browder-Tydings 
picture, testified that the tabloid was first sug- 
gested to her by Senator McCarthy. Another 
witness said that a check for $5000 from a De- 
troit industrialist for use in the Maryland race 
was delivered to him in Senator McCarthy's of- 
fice in Washington. McCarthy office employes 
not only collected funds, but also engaged in 
“research,” and helped prepare the tabloid. 


The deceit and trickery of the Maryland cam- 
paign have now, in effect, been condoned by 
Senator Taft. Last Jan. 3, the Senate permitted 
Butler to occupy his seat 

without prejudice either to him or to the 
constitutional right or power of the Senate 
to take any action it may subsequently deem 
proper, pending the outcome of the investi- 
gation now being made in the 1950 election 
in said state (Maryland). 

In short, the Senate has yet to decide whether 
it will permit John Marshall Butler to retain 
his seat. 

Yet Senator Taft, without waiting for this de- 
cision, went to Baltimore, Feb. 28, with the Sen- 
ate investigation in progress, to attend a testi- 
monial dinner in honor of the man who benefit- 
ted from the wire-pulling that went on in Sena- 


tor McCarthy’s office.

Just as it is notable that Senator Taft has in 
effect indorsed McCarthyism in the Maryland 
campaign, so it is also notable that fhe Ohio 
Senator did not support the Declaration of Con- 
science, signed by Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine and six other Republican Sena- 
tors last June. This was the appeal for a dis- 
avowal of McCarthyism by Republicans who be- 
lieved that the Senate “has too often been 
debased to the level of a forum of hate and 
character assassination sheltered by the shield 
of congressional immunity.” 

So that our readers may refresh their memory 
of the Declaration of Conscience, the Post- 
Dispatch reprints it on this page. While Sena- 
tor Taft was not invited to sign this remarkable 
statement, as Senators Tobey, Aiken, Morse, 
Ives, Thye and Hendrickson did, he might have 
joined in support of it had he so chosen. There 


“ was nothing to stop him from announcing that 


he believed in it—if he did—as Republican 
Senator H. Alexander Smith of New Jersey was 
quick to do. Instead, he maintained silence, 


thus plainly indicating that he did not favor 
the declaration of these fellow Republicans. 
More than two months before the Declaration 
of Conscience was read to the country, Senator 
Taft showed a sympathy for McCarthyism. “He 
held a press conference, March 22, 1950, in 
which he discussed Senator McCarthy's charges 
agairst the State Department. Reporting this, 
the Associated Press said that Senator Taft de- 
clared that support for McCarthy was not a 
matter of party policy but “that he told Mc- 
Carthy that ‘if one case didn’t work to bring 


up others.’”

In further support of McCarthyism, Senator 
Taft, in his April 12 newsletter to Ohio constitu- 
ents, wrote: 

Whether Senator McCarthy has legal evi- 
dence, whether he has overstated or under- 
stated his case is of lesser importance. The 
question is whether the Communist influ- 
ence in the State Department still exists. 

Every member of the Administration 
ought to be eager to have that question de- 
termined finally and conclusively. The 
President, above all, instead of libeling 
Senator McCarthy and prejudging the en- 
tire case, should be anxious—if he can do 
so—to eliminate any suspicion of treason 
from his own departments. 

On their face these appear to be brave, strong 
words. What American would deny that if trace 
of treason is found in the State Department it 
should be eliminated? But Senator Taft also 
said that “whether Senator McCarthy has legal 
evidence, whether he has overstated or under- 
stated his case is of lesser importance.” 

The evidence is overwhelming that Senator 
McCarthy has overstated his case. As compiled 
by the Post-Dispatch, Feb. 18, the record shows 
some 20 wild, unsupported charges made by 
Senator McCarthy, which he has not proved nor 
come close to proving. 

The unsupported statement, the exaggeration, 
the created doubt, the repetition of an assertion 
until its very reiteration tends to gain it ac- 
ceptance, the abuse of congressional immunity— 
these tactics are the very essence of what has 
come to be known as McCarthyism. Senator 
Taft may dismiss them lightly if he so chooses, 


but he reduces his stature when he does so.

Countless Americans think it is time for Rob- 
ert A. Taft to take stock of himself. He is now 
in his third term in the Senate. He is the son 
of a distinguished father, William Howard Taft, 
the only man to serve the nation as both Presi- 
dent and Chief Justice. Senator Taft aspires to 
the White House and that is a worthy ambition. 

But on the record he is in bed with Senator

It must seem deplorable, indeed it must seem 
incredible, to Senator Taft’s many admirers—to 
those who have faith in his courage and integ- 
rity—that he should, in this way, ally himself 
with Senator McCarthy. If ever there was a 
misalliance this is it. 

Because of his name, because of his reputation 
in the past, because of what the future still might 
hold for him, the Post-Dispatch urges Robert A.

A Republican Declaration of Conscience 


From an Address in Congress by Senator Margaret Chare © ~*ih 


I would like to speak briefly and simply 
about a serious national condition. It is 
a national feeling of fear and frustration 
that could result in national suicide. and 
the end of everything that we Americans 
hold dear. It is a condition that comes 
from the lack of effective leadership in 
either the legislative branch or the execu- 
tive branch of our Government. 


I speak as briefly as possible because 
too much harm has already been done with 
irresponsible words of bitterness and self- 
ish political opportunism. 

I speak as a Republican. I speak as a 
woman. I speak as a United States Sena- 
tor. I speak as an American. 


The United States Senate has long en- 
joyed world-wide respect as the greatest 
deliberative body in the world. But re- 
cently that deliberative character has too 
often been debased to the level of a forum 
of hate and character assassination shel- 
tered by the shield of congressional im- 
munity. 

I think that it is high time for the 
United States Senate and its members to 
do some soul-searching on the manner in 
which we are using or abusing our indi- 
vidual powers and privileges. 


Assassins of Character 


I think that it is high time that we re- 
membered that we have sworn to uphold 
and defend the Constitution. I think that 
it is high time that we remembered that 
the Constitution, as amended, speaks not 
only of the freedom of speech but also of 
trial by jury instead of trial by accusation. 


Whether it be a criminal prosecution in 
court or a character prosecution in the 
Senate, there is little practical distinction 
when the life of a person has been ruined. 


Those of us who shout the loudest about 
Americanism in making character assassi- 
nations are all too frequently those who, 
by our own words and acts, ignore some 
of the basic principles of Americanism— 

The right to criticize; 

The right to hold unpopular beliefs; 

The right to protest; 

The right of independent thought. 

The exercise of these rights should not 
cost one single American citizen his repu- 
tation or his right to a livelihood nor 
should he be in danger of losing his repu- 
tation or livelihood merely because he 
happens to know some one who holds un-

As an American, I am shocked at the 
way Republicans and Democrats alike are 
playing directly into the Communist de- 
sign of “confuse, divide and conquer.” As 
an American, I don't want a Democratic 
Administration “white wash” or “cover up” 
any more than I want a Republican smear 
or witch hunt, 


What of National Unity? 


As an American, I condemn a Republi- 
can “fascist” just as much as I condemn a 
Democrat “Communist.” I condemn a 
Democrat “fascist” just as much as I con- 
demn a Republican “Communist.” They 
are equally dangerous to you and me and 
to our country. As an American, I want 
to see our nation recapture the strength 
and unity it once had when we fought the 
enemy instead of ourselves. 


It is with these thoughts that I have 
drafted what I call a “Declaration of Con- 
science.” I am gratified that Senator 
Tobey, Senator Aiken, Senator Morse, Sen- 
ator Ives, Senator Thye and Senator Hen- 
drickson have concurred in that declara- 
tion and have authorized me to announce 
their concurrence.

Proud of Yugoslavia’s resist- 
ance record in World War II, 
Tito held out for “equal rights” 
within the framework of the 
Communist partnership and so in- 
curred Russian wrath.

~—or else. In ousting Tito from 
the Cominform, Moscow banked 
heavily upon an internal revolt, | 
upon dissension in Yugoslavia’s 
army.

3.Chances that the Russians 
may feel they have much more 
to gain by consolidating their 
position in the East in general 
and in China in particular than 
risking a general war in Europe. 


4. Liklihood that a puppet at- 
tack upon Yugoslavia, along the 
lines of Korea, would mean the 
end of the United Nations in 
its present form. Although the 
Russians have the international 
peace machinery far more for 
negative than positive purposes, 
it has proved useful to them in 
peddling their prepaganda, 
particularly in the Far and Mid- 
dle East.

They 
are not too bad as far as they 
go; but references to “old pas- 
sageways, crooked and myster- 
ious,” “the bronze red majesty 
of the cathedral dome,” Fiesole 
“perched on its hilltop like a 
monstrous eagle,’ the “roofless 
halls” of Venice and its “bright 
bazaars, heaped with figured 
satin and ivory triptychs” shed 
little illumination on the true 
values of an old culture to the 
people who have lived it and to 
those who now contemplate its 
monuments.

BARGHOORN: Soviet propa- 
ganda tends to project the Rus- 
sian scene onto American soil. 
America becomes a fantastic 
land of force and fraud, where 
a capitalistic Politburo rules 
with an iron hand. How much 
the Russian people believe this 
sad tale is a question. 

DALLIN: The Russian people 
believe less of what is told 
them than you think. They are 
spoiling for a chance to revolt, 
disillusioned with their fake 
religion, Communism, and dead 
tired of their fancy “elite” 
Communist masters. The peo- 
ple of Russia potentially are 
the West's best allies. 

BERMAN: A careful study of 
Russian legal theory and prac- 
tice shows that pre-revolution- 
ary notions have crept through

HERE'S something refresh- 
T ing and strong in the phrase 

“crack shot.’ It implies a 
keen eye, a level head and a 
touch of derring-do. 

Of course, one can't improve 
the eyesight or acquire stability 
by reading a book, but one can 
learn that good shooting, like 
superiority in almost every type 
of endeavor, requires a foun- 
dation of hard work. 


The author believes that anvy- 
one in good health, with normal 
vision, right equipment and 
“plenty of determination” can 
acquire a high degree of skill 
with rifle and shotgun in a 
comparatively short time. 


Through use of many illus- 
trations and simply-written ex- 
planations, Parmelee demon- 
strates how to stand, sight and 
fire when handling a gun. 

He discusses different kinds 
of hunting—small game and 
varmint, deer, bear and wild- 
fowl—and tells where to aim 
at the target, moving or still. 

Missourians will be interest- 
ed in knowing that, for deer 
shooting. Parmelee prefers a 
peep sight, providing that it is 
wide open. 

On a broadside shot at a 
running deer, the author rec- 
ommends a lead just ahead of 
the animal’s body with lower- 
velocity cartridges: no _ lead 
with high-velocity ammunition, 
.257, .270 or .30-06.

T HREE times the Pulitzer 

Prize Committee tapped 

the author of these distinc- 
tive dramas: in 1920 for “Be-

“Strange Interlude.” And in 
1936 he was awarded the Nobel 
Prize for Literature.

Some smaller 
firms offer their secretaries re- 
frigerators where they can keep 
milk or whip up an occasional 
salad. In at least one case the 
boss, who has ulcers and lives on 
milk and eggs, sits by in his own 
kitchen as the girls concoct fancy 
dishes for themselves” which he — 
dare not touch. 

Monsanto's lounge has divans 
and free hand lotion. The dining 
room features individual menus 
and a special “calorie plate” for 
dieters. A girl can also invite 
guests to dine with her in a sepa- 
rate room where she can sign the 
check like a big wheel and have 
the tab discreetly deducted from 
her paycheck.

The international flavor 
of the McDonnell cuisine is 
famed, by the way, and the com- 
pany likes to hire women whose 
husbands also work in the plant, 
so that married couples are fre- 
quently seen lunching together. 
Several firms are lengthening 
the lunch hour to an hour and a 
half, and one inductrial supply 
house recommends itself by offer- 
ing two weeks’ vacation in sum- 
mer plus two weeks in winter. 


Share-the-ride programs are 
old-hat. but there's a handful of 


-small enterprises where portal-to- 


portal transportation is furnished, 
sometimes by the boss personally. 
A couple of firms located far from 
pleasant eating places provide 
station wagons to haul the girls 
to lunch. 

Some girls who marry are of- 
fered almost as much money 
working four days a week as they 
made working full time. And

In any number of places the 
bosses are working overtime try- 
ing to figure out new ways of 
creating a college campus at- 
mosphere in their plants without 
making work entirely impossible.

inks Up Booby Traps for Crooks: 


_ John A. Dondero Has Made Bright Career of Snaring Lawbreakers 
Through Use of Novel Methods — Among Other Things, He Created 
Inkless Method of Taking Fingerprints—Some of His Cases

busy leaving a choice set of fin- 
gerprints on a wonderful piece of 
gimmicked paper, and pen-and- 
ink artists who draw pretty num- 
bers on checks are notoriously al- 
lergic to leaving fingerprints. 
The identification card has been 
chemically treated and as it is 
being given to you, your hands are 
pressed against a moist but ink- 
less. pad. Your hands may be 
clean but within a matter of sec- 
onds after you touch the card a 
clear and indestructible set of 
fingerprints has been recorded. 
Behind this gimmicked-up pa- 
per deal isthe acute mind of John 
A. Dondero, who has thought up 
more booby traps to snare thieves 
than the crooks’ gentry ever 
thought existed. The identifica- 
tion cards are being marketed by 
a nation-wide check-protection 
concern who had Dondero design 
the cards for them. Already 
banks, merchants, hotels, police 


chiefs, and even district attorneys 
have approved the idea. 


Dondero is the creator of the 
inkless method of taking finger- 
prints. Although he is a business 
man and not a law enforcement 
official, he is regarded as one of 
the best fingerprint experts in the 
country and he is the man the 
police fingerprint experts turn to 
when they are stumped. At the 
same time he has built up a sub- 
stantial business creating and 
selling identification supplies for 
law-enforcement departments all 
over the world. 


Dondero also is consulted by 
marry firms with special problems 


in running down thieves or iden- * 


tifying an employe responsible 
for something crooked going on 
inside the office, . 


Worried insurance company of- 
ficials recently called him in be- 
cause they were afraid of a 
breakdown in office morale. A 
poison pen writer was at work 
sending scurrilpus letters to vari- 
ous people in the company. The 
butt of a number of letters was 
an important department head 
who was being accused unjustly 
of love affairs with various girls 
in his department. This man’s 
department alone occupied three 
floors in a giant skyscraper and 
he had hundreds of girls working 
for him. 

When the letters first arrived, 
company officials had checked the 
charges and found them unwar- 
ranted. The letters were unsigned. 
The officials wanted to know if 
Dondero could bring up finger- 
prints on the letters. They ad- 
mitted that a number of officials 
had handled the letters already 
received. They employed thou- 
sands and had no fingerprint file 
of their help, 

Dondero studied the poison pen 
messages. The type face showed 
that an Underwood portable was 
being used and the company had 
none of these machines. The 


paper was cheap note paper and 
not from the company’s stock, but 
the envelopes in which the let- 
ters were being mailed did belong 
to the insurance company, and 
from that particular department.

HE identification expert rea- 
t soned that whoever was taking 

the envelopes would not stop 
taking them. He told the company 
officials he would return that 
night after all the help had gone 
home and he asked them to re- 
main late to help him. When 
Dondero came back that evening, 
he had a small box of yellowish 
crayons with him which he dis- 
tributed to the various officials. 
Several of them rubbed the cray- 
The crayons had left no marks.

Dondero is using ‘to trap 
crooks. The harassed manager of 
a large Midwest hotel recently 
asked him to take the first plane 
out of New York and hurry to the 
inn. For months, various rooms 
were being ransacked while the 
guests were out, and the losses 
were mounting. Most of the thefts 
were occurring on the fourteenth 
floor. Although special officers 
had been assigned to patrol that 
floor day and night, the thefts 
never stopped, and there were no 
clues. The hotel was afraid that 
if the story ever leaked out about 
a ghost thief, guests would be 
afraid to register there. 

When Dondero mentioned set- 
ting fingerprint traps, the man- 
ager shuddered at the thought of 
asking guests for their finger- 
prints whether the inkless meth- 
od was used or not. The identi- 
fication expert noticed that a 
small ledge ran around the build- 
ing and while it required an ex- 
pert human fly to use such a nar- 


row walk, he knew that many 


thieves have taken advantage of 
such an architectural decoration. 
That meant that the.thief was 
breaking into the rooms: by open- 
ing the windows ‘the outside.

Dondero, who always travels 
around with a full supply of his 
gadgets, took out. several tubes 
containing a greenish - yellow 
paste. A thin film of the paste 
was rubbed on the outside sashes 
of the various windows on the 
fourteenth floor. “Let me know 
when the burglar hits again,” 
Dondero told the manager, and 
went to his room. That same 
night a worried guest hurried to 
the hotel manager. Her jewel 
case containing several valuable 
rings and a necklace was gone. 


The worried hotel man told 
Dondero that they probably were 
too late because if the thief was 
an employe as was suspected, 
then he had left the hotel some 
time before with the day shift 
that had gone off duty. Dondero 
nodded. “We can’t catch him until 
he goes off duty,” he remarked. 


Taking the ultraviolet lamp 
with him, Dondero had the man- 
ager bring him to the locker room 
used by the workers. He flashed 
hi: lighted lamp into the interior 
of evcry locker and then moved 
on. At a locker used by a bell- 
buy, his uniturm hung neatly on 
a hanger in accordance with regu- 
lations. As Dondero put his light 
on it, the front of the uniform lit 
up like a Christmas-tree. The 
paste had contained fluorescing 
material which stuck to his hand 
when he touched a treated win- 
dow sash. Later, in touching his 
uniform, he transferred some of 
the paste again. The bellhop was 
picked up at his home where the 
jewel case was found in his pos- 
session. He coniessed that he had 
been lowering himself from the 
fifteenth floor to the narrow ledge 
below where he entered the 
rooms by raising the window 
sash.

The recitatives allotted to the 
Evangelist—sung by tenor voice— 
carry on the narrative and are 
therefore partly determined by 
the logic of the spoken word. It 
may be argued that the musical 
line does not sufficiently reflect 
the changes of meaning and of 
mood in the text and that Bach 
was more concerned with striking 
musical effects than with dra- 
matic verisimilitude. 
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UNDOUBTEDLY BACH made 
no attempt at close integration of 
sound and sense as in lieder or 
some operatic scores. The one the 
recitatives, however, do conform 
to the intense and elevated char- 
acter of the work and at critical 
points they emphasize the mean- 
ing of the. words and the de- 
ecribed situation with arresting 
appropriateness. 

Where the text, borrowed from 
St. Matthew as it happens, says 
“And Peter remembered the 
words of Jesus and he went out 
and wept bitterly” the two final 
words “wept bitterly” are car- 
ried over five measures in a sort 
of cadenza or melisma which is 
melodically beautiful and graphi- 
eally descriptive. That is it sug- 
gests both a profound, humiliating 
grief and its physiological mani- 
festations. Equally expressive, 
psychologically, is the melismatic 
setting, mostly chromatic, for the 
last two words in the sentence 
“And Pilate therefore took Jesus 
@nd scourged him.”

You will find them ideal for 
buffet suppers, coffee in the living room, and for outdoor 
meals this summer, since they also will keep beverages cold.

Feeding vs. Seeding 


Although bare spots may be 
replanted, the home owner should 
be reminded that feeding is more 
helpful than seeding during the 
spring months, Linkogle says. 
Chemical fertilizer, applied at the 
rate of 20 pounds to 1000 square 
feet, acts quickly and forces the 
grass into growth. It should be 
watered in, to prevent leaf burn. 

If a “complete” fertilizer has 
been used for several years in 
succession, however, it might be 
best to change to one that is high 
in nitrogen. Supplies of phos- 
phorus in the soil tend to build 
up, he explains, so that additional 
applications do more harm than 
good. Although high nitrates are 
scarce this year, ammonium sul- 
phate is available.

UT, UNLIKE BLOOD or plasma, 
PVP needs no refrigeration, 
can be stockpiled indefinitely, and 
can be used on anyone regardless 
of his blood type. 

Furthermore, experts say PVP 
may be marketed at less than a 
third the cost of blood or plasma. 
This is important when you con- 
sider that whole blood today costs 


from $15 to $35 a pint, depending 
on where you live. 

PVP (short for polyvinyl pyrro- 
lidone) was discovered in 1939 by 
German researchers and, in fact, 


was used to help thousands of Ger- 


man troops suffering from shock 
in World War II. 

It is given by infusion (from a 
bottle to your veins), and while its 
great use is in relieving shock it 
may eventually find great new uses 
in other medical fields. 


PVP’s formula, a surprising piece 
of chemical magic, is still an in- 
dustrial secret. 

Shock is caused by wounds, 
burns, serious accidents and bleed- 
ing and can be deadly serious. 
When a victim is “in shock” there 
is a lack of fluid volume in the ar- 
teries and veins. The circulation 
Slows down — just as water moves 
more slowly in your garden hose 
when you partly close the valve. 

If this circulation is not replaced 
promptly, the shock victim may 
die. That is where PVP comes in. 
It supplies the needed fluid volume 
and keeps the blood flowing nor- 
mally. 


Repeated Doses Harmless 


N SOME CASES PVP will do the job 
alone. In others, whole blood 
or plasma must be administered. 
Even in the latter cases, if blood 
or plasma are not available, PVP 
will give temporary help. It keeps 
the blood circulating for 12 to 24 
hours after one injection, and can 
be given repeatedly without harm. 

Thus, officials of the pharmaceu- 
tical firm, Schenley Laboratories, 
Inc. (who call their version of the 
product “PVP-Macrose’”’) point 
out: s 

“PVP will NOT eliminate the 
need for whole blood and plasma. 
But it WILL augment existing 
blood supplies.” 

If American cities were ever 
atom-bombed, PVP could be called 
on heavily. In such an attack, 
which would cause widespread 
human shock, PVP might be a key 
civil defense weapon in helping 
the nation to survive. 


it's Made from Ammonia 


OW IMPORTANT PVP could be in 
such a situation is indicated 

by these figures: 
e During all of World War I, US. 
citizens contributed less than 14,- 
000,000 pints of their blood. 
e But if five U.S. cities were atom- 
bombed tomorrow, the amount of 
blood needed in the next 30 days 
alone would be the staggering 
total of 18,750,000 pints! 

This is why the federal govern- 
ment is keeping in close touch with 
Schenley and with the General 
Aniline and Film Corp., another 
PVP manufacturer. 

PVP is made from ammonia and 
acetylene (the gas you see used in 
common welding torches). It is be- 
ing carefuly tested in U.S. hospi- 
tals and is expected to reach the 
market late this summer. 

One great value in PVP: being 
completely synthetic, it will soon 
be produced in almost unlimited 
quantities. e

A gun- 
man shot up the post office, killed the post- 
master, drilled another deputy, and was shot 
to death. Across the Southern Pacific railroad 
tracks a third deputy dodged two bullets which 
smashed into the windshield of his car.

And on a single night 16 people were black- 
jacked, knifed, robbed on the Southern Pacif- 
ic railroad grade crossing (see photo below).

Eloy Issues a Grim Warning 


And to trouble-makers, Chief Hagerty and 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Charles Newsome (see 
photos), both honest, hard-working officers, 
have issued a solemn western warning: “Get 
out of Eloy or go out—feet first.” 

Eloy’s trouble: a cotton boom. Eloy has 
4,500 people. But in the winter cotton-picking

RADLEY, 58 and balding, retains 
these qualities even though to- 
day he bears the responsibility for 
the nation’s entire military estab- 
lishment—Navy and Air Force as 
well as his old alma mater, the Army. 
Right now, he wears these three 
“hats” which make him one of the 
half-dozen most influential military 
men in the world. 
But Bradley’s high station has not 
changed his feeling toward the GI. 
“I give you my pledge” he says, 
“that no weapon can ever be so sen- 
sational and no situation so critical 


as to receive more consideration 
than the welfare of our fighting 
men.” 

Chances are that when his term 
expires next August as head of the 
Joint Chiefs, President Truman will 
refuse to let him step down. 

He’s a member of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Military Committee, 
a top group which lays down broad 
policy for Gen. Eisenhower. He also 
belongs to the Committee’s “Stand- 
ing Group” of three (see picture), 
which receives reports from and 
issues orders directly to Gen. Ike. 

Bradley has the plain spoken 
quality common to many Missouri- 
ans. A tense Congressman asked him 
recently whether an invasion of 
Norway by 500,000 Russians would 
mean we'd have to send an expedi- 
tionary force to Norway. Bradley 
said laconically: “You would if you 


wanted to get those fellows out.” 

He takes the same basically rea- 
sonable view of the troubled worid 
situation.

must be ready to defend ourselves 
on very short notice. 

“This is a condition familiar to 
the nations of Europe, but it’s new 
to us.

... or do you do your best work in the afternoon? 


CHICAGO. 

‘6 HAT A DAY!” You've often heard 

W a friend complain: “Was I in 

bad shape when I woke up this 

morning! I just couldn’t seem to get or- 
ganized until 11 o'clock!” 

“It’s no wonder,” says Dr. Nathaniel 
Kleitman, professor of physiology at the 
University of Chicago. “Your friend prob- 
ably is a ‘late-morning’ type.” 

And it’s true. Research has revealed 
that although you may think you're 
awake (and act awake) when you get out 
of bed, your body may not really wake up 
until several hours later if you’re the 
“afternoon” type. 


For there are very definite “morning” 


and “evening” types—people who reach 
their peak efficiency at different times of 
the day. | 

if you’re the kind of person who leaps 
out of bed at six every morning, takes an 
ice cold shower and strides into the office 
whistling merrily, you belong in the 
“morning” group—and you probably 
reach your peak at 10 or 11 a. m. From 
then on, you are in a decline. 


‘Evening’ Type is a Late Starter 


HE “EVENING” TYPE behaves in a differ- 
ent manner. He likes to sleep late. To 
him getting out of bed is painful in the 
extreme. He shows little interest in break- 
fast and he dozes over his paper on his 
way to work. Getting through the morn- 
ing is always a struggle but he starts to 
perk up after lunch. By nightfall he's 
really rolling. | 

Dr. Kleitman’s studies have led him to 
conclude that your temperature indicates 
your type. 

For during the day your temperature 
rises and falls like the tide. And with it 
your metabolism—the rate at which you 
convert food into energy—speeds up and 
slows down. When you are full of pep, 
your temperature is high. When you're 
listless, it’s low. 


Everyone's temperature varies during 
the day—from one to three degrees—and 
an adult’s “normal” can be anywhere 
from 96.7 to 99 degrees. 

If you take your temperature every 
two or three hours a day for a couple of 
weeks, you will know whether your body 
teinperature matches your own particu- 
tar routine of living. 

Highly-paid specialists can afford to 
work at any time of day.
